religious organization is decaying. These 
admissions come from every quarter of 
the Protestant d enominations, and aro 
employed to show that religious zeal iu 
tho church is on the decline. Bearing 
witness to what Bishop McQuaid says on 
tho subject are'many ot the most promi- 
nent ministers in the Protestant elrarches. 
They admit, as many of us are compelled 
to admit, that many of tho churches, 
once so strong in zeal and discipline aro 
weakening under the mfluo ace of wealth 
and desire for tho good things -of the 
world. 


A great many Protestants are willing to 


admit that Bishop McQcnid is more than 
half right iu bis conclusions that there is 
a great tendency in sorae ot tho Protes- 
tant churches to doubt and negation, and 
to indifferentism which almost borders 
on infidelity. But the point which the 
bishop counts the most important as 
tending to show tho great falling off in 
zeal in Protestant worship, is the atten- 
dance upon church service, and here he 
makes comparisons that highly favor the 
Catholic church.

If agri- 
culture, as is sometimes claimed, is be- 
hind other industries, it is because fowcr 
men have pursued some branch of it as 
a hobby. There are few farmers, it is 
true, who have specialties aud engage 
in them with vi";or. and, as a rule, those 
men succeed oetter than those who 
drift tUong easily without making ah 
effort to excel in any special -branch of 
agriculture. 


The specialist makes more rapid pro- 


gress than his neighbors, not because he 
works any harder, but because he is 
visually butter informed in regard to his 
business for he cannot expect to excel 
unless he seeks knowledge from other 
sources than his own labors and experi- 
ments. Knowledge is but tho accumu- 
lation of the ideas .and. experience ot" 
those who hare1 proceeded us, and the 
man who reads.is pre.tty certain to learn 
something which lie did not know, and, 
more than all, he"will get thu ideas out 
of which he can" involve others, thus 
adding to the sum total of human knowl- 
edge.

\Ve confess that- in our experience a 


nian without a hobby is, as a rule, a 
ml herd till fellow.and the' more useful the 
liobby is likely to be,'the bott'cr'wo like 
the possessor of it. We hail witli pleas- 
ure the appearance of such men among 
farmers, for there is abundant room for 
them, and great discoveries must natur- 
ally come from close application aud 
persistent pursuit of the'end .of object 
sought for. - There is scarcely a grain, 
fruit, or vegetable cultivated that could 


• not be improved by .judicious and intelli- 
gent management, and the same may 
Be said o£ every breed of domestic ani- 
mals. In addition, new varieties and 
breeds may-be brought into existence 
whenever desired. 


Of course we would not have a man 


neglecthis business or impoverish him- 
self, as some have done; in order to pur- 
,sue an impracticable idea, but when- 
:>ver it is plain that a better thing is 
needed than we possess, .aud there is a 
chance of producing it, it is a commend- 
able act to make the . attempt, even .if a 
coruplctefailure.be the. result. 
There 


are usually a hundred failures ;to every 
really great success, but.this .should not 
discourage any one from trying to see 
what he can do in tho field where the 
failures-are the mbst'numerous. Thou- 
sands • upon thousands of vessels have 
been lost on the'ocean, but this has not 
prevented the.building of grcatand suc- 
cessful ocean steamers. 
The inventors 


of reapers and mowers' did not escape 
failures, sonic of which were disastrous; 
but these men'-had a hobby, and they 
pursued it until" they triumphed over 
everv obstacle. 
A farmer may raise a 


hundred new varieties of corn or other 
grain, not one of which will be in any 
way superior to the parent sort, and 
tlie'n he may try again, and the ve7-y first 
one will be "far superior to anything of 
the kind he has seen-, at least for his own 
farm and adjacentregions; for it should 
be borne in mind that a farm product or 
breed of animals may be adapted to one 
locality and not to another. 


Our farmers are gradually coming to 


look at this subject of adaptation- of 
plants and animals to certain locations, 
soils and climates in its proper: light; 
hence the increase of late years of special- 
ists among the more intelligent agricul- 
turists throughout the country. Experi- 
ence lias shown that what is called gen- 
eral or mixed farming is not the most 
profitable anywhere. 
Tho reason is to 


be found in the-extrcme variation in our 
soils and climate. One farm or limited 
region of country may be well adapted 
to the growth of wheat and oats, another 
to corn and potatoes, while others pro- 
duce excellent hay and pasture grasses, 
and are therefore especially adapted to 
the raising of stock and the production 
of butter and cheese. 
Then there are 


regions especially adapted to the raising 
of ^certain kinds of fruits and vegetables, 
all of :which, when • discovered,-Dpcom'cs 
of value, to those who may choose to take 
advantage of circumstances. 
'. If'atiy farmer would select some par- 
ticular .-breed of domestic animals to ex- 
periment" with, or kind of 'grain, fruit, 
or vegetables, and make it :t hobby, 
much good could scarcely fail to result 
from .his efforts; and if he is fortunate 
enough" to 'produce'" something better 
than has heretofore been known, a Iman- 
cial reward awaits him: We want to seu 
a variety'of'corn that will bear twice the' 
quantity of grain and no' more' stalks 
and leaves than any now in cultivation. 
We are quite confident that such a va- 
riety is within the range of possibilities, 
and-the man. who has the'.time and in- 
clination to pursue such a hobby long 
enough can scarcely fail of success, pro- 
vided he resides in a good corn-growing 
qountry: Wo are inclined to think that 
it can ;be done by selections alone, with 
some of our.mpsl .prolific'sorts. It may, 
however, require the crossing of two or 
more varieties; but this can only be 'de- 
termined by experiment. 
;'" 


'.Considerable improvement has been 


niade in wheat "during' the" past" few 
years,.but there isjroom fora greater 
advance, as the larger proportion of our 
common varieties produce taller stems 
and more leaves than is necessary for 
tho perfection of the small amount of 
grain they yield. This is shown in the 
dwarf sorts seen in the dry regions of 
the far west, where from forty .to sixty 
bushels per aero are not uncommon, and 
where the wheat straw will Scarcely 
roach two feet in length, counting head 
and all. Tall corn and tall grain may 
be well enough to look at and talk about, 
but unless accompanied by a proportion- 
ate amount of grain, they are loss profit- 
able than the medium or dwarf sorts. 
This rule holds good throughout the 
entire list of farm crops, and every 
farmer should look to these points in the 
habits of the plants he cultivates. The 
addition of two kernels of wheat to every 
head in an acre would make a marked 
addi tiou to the total yield. Lengthen the; 
ears of-corn on an afire one inch, and it' 
would add ten bushels to the yield of our' 
ordinary varieties. It is these slight ad- 
ditions, widely distributed, that count in' 
making up the sum total of our crops. 


It is not only the leading or principal 


crops that should be improved, but beans, 
peas, and generally all field and. garden 
vegetables are werthy of the most care- 
ful attention. Ha farmer oan add one 
pod of beans to a stalk, it.will be a satis-' 
factory increase m yield. Suppose he 
plants his beans in hills, two. feet by 
three, and four stalks in a hill, this will 
give 28,840 stalks per sere, and if lie cau 
secure the addition we have named he 
will get just that number of pods addi- 


tional. One pod extra per stalk would 
not be much to strive for, but 29,000 ou 
each acre would amount to a good deal 
\\-henthreshingthe crop.

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manufacturing of Charcoal. 


Having hadlriquiries relative to the' 


manufacture of charcoal on some former 
occasipns, we.give-thoiollowiug full de- 
scriptive account) of the process as -per- 
formed by skillful burners ,in.North 
Wales, which we copy .from'the..Oar-' 
rimers' Cla'onid^-., Some useful .sug- 
gestions may ..doubtless be obtained 
from ;this acco.unt by those engaged in 
the business in pur-timber regions:

The "quality -of wood -used"is' nbt^f- 


.spcciil'-imp'ortance/' although: charcoal 
produced from ashj'oak^pr beech; is of- 
superior quality to' that'ob'taih'e'd; fro'ra 
.mostiother woods'.'ah'd may"cohsist 'of 
firewood, or any unsalable pieces of tim- 
ber that may be come across in -the.'gen- 
eral course of thinning. ' The-"wood is 
sawnjintp pieces two feet in length, and 
these}again split, if required, to'about 
thrce-'Orfour inches square, until asuffi- 


. cionti quantity has been cut up. for the 
pit, after which the building of this is 


:pr.oceeded witkin the following manner: 
The ipit is made of .a conical shape, 
twenty-one feet in diameter and nine 
feet ih height. A str,6ng'st'ake is.drivcn 
into the ground, the top of which is left 
protruding 'about twelve inches; around 
.this are placed small, pieces of dry ash or' 
'pine of a similar length, and standing 'as 
close! to the upright stake as possible." 
Another layer is formed in the same 
manner, and so on until a circle of about 
four jfeet in diameter is obtained. A 
'circle of one foot in diameter, and having 
.the top of thestake formerly driven into 


, the ground as center, is next'made by 
iplacihg the wood horizontally side by 
jside on the upright pieces, laying others 
on th'ese in a similar' manner until, the 
.pit-is!of the required'^.height, thus form- 
ling ajsort of chimney, by means of which 
Ithe pit is tired; th'e'woodused here being 
dry pieces of ash, twenty-four inches in 
.length, but split rather smaller than the. 
ordin'ary pieces. 
Outside this the wood 


is pla'ced on end and reclining inw.ards, 
this being continued -until the pit IB of 
the required size. 


The top half of.the pitis now carefully 


examined, and any crevic'os between the 
woodi are packed full of small pieces of 
turf and sawdust to exclude' the air. 
Tho pit is then covered with newly cut 
turf, beginning at the base and working • 
towards tlie top, each row of turf over- 
lapping by a few inches the previous 
otic, the circular holo or chimney being 
left open for firing.' Tho best turf for 
this purpose is grown on loamy soil; that 
•from [clay being too stiff, and leaving a 
residue after burning of clods, instead of 
fine soil. The turf may bo cut of -any 
convenient length, but not over a foot in 
width, the quantity required being about 
thrcej loads. The pit is then lired by 
dropping a quantity of burning wood 
and some dry pieces of pine or ash into 
the opening left at the top. After 
havinjg become thoroughly lighted, the 
top turf is put on, which completely 
sluits'up the chimney, when the process 
of charring, commences. 


During the.period of burning, constant 


attention is required day and night, more. 
especially should tlte weather be stormy,, 
for the wind blowing for some time from 
one pbint generally causes .that side to': 
burn very rapidly and "flat" into a hole. • 
Should this occur, the hole mustat-once' 
bo lillsd with knotted logs, which -should1 
belaid aside for this purpose whcn'-'split- 
ting the 'wood, and rc-covorod- witli turf, 
any crevices being carefully filled with 
sawdist to exclude the air. During mild 
weatlierless attention is required; the 
pit.burns uniformly all over, aud pro- 
duces^ the best charcoal. 


The time required in burning varies 


from seven to nine days, much depend- 
ing-on the state of the weather, mild 
requiring the longest period. As the 
charring proceeds the turf .gradually 
disappears, until only a slightcovering 
of bur.nt earth remains,- at which point 
the pit is reduced to about, half its orig- 
inal size. When cool the pit is ready 
'for being opened, the 'charcoal being' 
extracted by means of a. light rake re- 
sembling a drag, -but with much finer 
teeth;1 and after .becoming thoroughly' 
eool is stored in a dry.shed until required 
for use. By the above method the very 
finest charcoal is produced, and of supe- 
rior quality to what is generally sold.— 
Country Gentleman.

for a spontaneous outflow of poetical 
imagery from his mental mechanism. 
Mozart, whose musical faculty had from 
childhood been trained with most assidu- 
ous care, had only to think out the 
general plan of a composition, deciding 
as to the place to be given to solo;--reci- 
tation, duet, quartette, etc., and then al-'.

In the same way 
trained mathematicians solve difficult 
problems. 
But most instructive of • all 


is the action of memory. "We endeavor-, 
to recall some half-forgotten fact,' name,.

After fixing the attention -upon 


the subject for a certain length of'lime;; 
and recalling every'accessible circum- 
stance, we find it better to withdraw the 
attention, to "hang, up" the subject, 
and leave the matter to time. 
The 


general result wiH be tt sudden return of 
the missing fact to the .consciousness. 
In all these case* of "unconscious cere- 
bration," it is noteworthy that we must 
first give direction to the process, and, 
moreover, that in order to obtain results 
we must previously train. the automata.
